Evnen stated, “I have filed
for re-election in order to continue the work of this office in further assuring the security of our
elections, promoting Nebraska business across the globe, and serving Nebraskans in the many
other responsibilities of the Secretary of State.” Prior to being elected Secretary of State, Evnen
practiced law for more than 40 years.

Along with all other statewide constitutional officers, the Secretary of State serves a four-year
term. Evnen was first elected in November 2018.
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
